tlal sUbscnbers believes the eartb needs salt 
as much as man, and other animals 
He has 


been in the practice of watering his garden 
once or twice a week with a weak brine— 
about half the ordinary strength—and has 
seen most beneficial results therefrom 
Cab- 


bagec, beets, turniDs, in fact all his garden 
\egetables grew wonderfully after the appli- 
cation 
In one instance he applied it tw ice 


during the growing season, to several rows of 
corn, leaving others alongside npon •which no 
application of the brine was made—and the 
rows that had received the salt water produc- 
ed a third more corn than those not so wa- 
tered 


Another subscriber, a most careful and ex- 


emplary farmer—purchased last spring a large 
quantity of damaged salt for dressing 
It 


\\asappheJtogram and root crops at the 
rate of ten bushels to the acre, being spread 
broadcast after the gram was sowed, and har- 
rowed m. Its benaficial elfectswere quite 
marked, especially upon a crop of peas, al- 
tboueh the gentleman informs us he beheved 
himself chat he used a larger quantity than 
-was necessary. If other subscribers or cor- 
respondents have had any experience with 
salt as a fertilizer, we should be glad to hear 
from them 


A subscriber of the Maine Farmer who has 
i stock of native co\vij, and desires to raise 
two or three a year, asks whether to increase 
the quantity of milk he should cross with the 
Durham, Ayrshire or Jersey 
The Farmer 


replies Durham, but if butter or very rich 
milk is desired, then the latter breed 
The 


Farmer adds. After all milch cows must be 
se'ected. The farmer who keeps cows for 
their milk alone can tell a good milker only 
by trial, and when such an one is found— 
known to be the descendant of a good' milker 
—to breed from, he should by selecting a bull 
from a family of animals celebrated for their 
milk-giving qualities, commence to form a 
breed of dairy cows for his own wants 
Ev- 


erj heifer that does not come up to tho stand- 
ard should be rejected 


POTATOES FOE Cows Irish potatoes are 


good to feed milch cows, as we can certify, 
after feeding some thousands of bushels in 
the course of fifty years. Feed any tune 
Vi hen the weather is moderate or warm, and 
other feed is dry and tough. The spring of 
the year, just before the new grass comes, is 
the beat time, and when the greatest quanti- 
ty should be fed. If the cow scours badly, 
the potatoes should be partially or wholly 
withheld till she recovers 
A large feed in 


\erycoldweather would cause the cow to 
shiver, and would do harm 
Any reasonable 


quantity, to be regulated by the condition of 
the bowels, may Be fed. Potatoes are also 
good for beef, having a tendency to make a 
dry cow fatten, and a zntlth cow to increase 
her milk. They arc good for horses in limit- 
ed quantities, more especially m time of 
spring plowing, when a" small feed of them 
will loosen the bowels and carry off the 
heat.
